DEMOLISHING THE GLOOMY PILE THAT ONCE 
DOMINATED NEW YORK. 

New York Times, May 23. 

At the corner of West Tenth and Washing- 
ton streets stands a massive brewery, occu- 
pying three or four acres. It is a grim brick 
structure, in the Anglo-Norman style, and 
would be gloomy but for the vivid color of 
the facings and ornamentation. About mid- 
way of the Tenth street front is a broad pas- 
sageway for the entrance of heavy trucks, 
on the left of which the walls are of ordinary 
thickness.

THE BUILDING AND YARD 


oecupied four acres of ground fronting on 
Washington and West Tenth streets, and 
washed on the west by the river for a dis- 
tance of 500 feet. On the westerly side the 
walls were twenty-three feet high, and on 
Washington street, fourteen feet. At each 
corner was a cylindrical sentry-box, to which 
access was had from the street by flights of 
stairs clinging to the walls. The latter were 
four feet thick at the top, and were paced day 
and night by the patrol that had proved so 
convenient in former times at the City-Hall. 
The structure had a frontage of 204 feet on 
Washington street, and contained fifty-four 
cells, each eighteen feet by twelve, intended 
to accommodate eight persons, There were 
two workshops within the inclosure—one 
feet long by twenty feet in width, and three 
stories high; the other 106 feet long by 
twenty feet broad and three storiesin hight. 
These formed the wings of the prison 
pile. The central building, : interposed 
between them, was decorated with 
a cupola, in which hung an enor- 
mous bell, whose clangor once roused the 
whole city at night, ten prisoners having es- 
eaped in a body. They were all captured 
and returned to their cells the next day. The 
sloping gables of the central building and , 
the long extended wings, with the deep-set 
windows, and the gloomy leaden color of the 
stucco, must havè presented a striking aspect 
from the river, which was then manv feet 
broader than it now is and furnished better 
points for observation of landmarks. At this 
date (the beginning of the present century) 
the tract in the midst of which the prison 
was situated was the seat of an outlying and 
beautiful suburban village. The drive 
thither was a delghiful jaunt, past almost 
manorial estates and hospital farm-houses.

MAIL CONTRACTORS. 


Some of the Questionable Methods Re- 
sorted to by Mien Auxious to Perform 
the Mail Service for Uncle Sam. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., May 24.—Postmaster- 

General James has instituted an inguiry 

into the practices of professional contractors, 

who, while irresponsible and having no in- 
tention to perform the service, secure a large 
number of routes at the annual lettings, 
which they sublet at lower rates. In this 
manner local bidders are prevented from se- 
curing contracts, and are compelled to sub- 
mit. to such terms as are imposed 
by professional contractors. Some of 
these professionals submit proposals 
on a great number of routes 
advertised at each letting, using the same 
sureties on all their bonds. These, in many 
instances. it is stated at the Department, are 
found to be worthless. The method pursued 
may be illustrated by the case of Irwin Mc- 

Donald. a contractor recently de- 

ceased. His operations were some 

what extensive. His bonds were signed

Iridium—Its Use as an Electric Burner. 
Cincinnati Commercial. 

There are over five hundred men in-this city 
studying and mak experiments with elec- 
tricity, with a special view of utilizing it as a 
light. The Professors in the Cincinnati Univer- 
sity are engaged at it, and are constantly visited 
by amateurs seeking information. 

The great desideratum is a permanent burner, 
—one that combines durability, economy, and a 
fixed focus. All materials heretofore used are 
rapidly consumed, thereby shifting the focus, 
and frequently crumbiing away, so that the 
light goes out. Electric light can only be 
emitted from points oniy an eighth of an inch 
apart. 

Hue experiments made with iridium by John 
Holland, of this city, have culminated ina dis- 
covery that secures that indestructible material 
—jridjium—to use asaburoer for the electric 
light. He hasa piece of iridium — — 
seven and a half pennyweights burning a im 
machine about two weeks, of ten hours per day, 
and there is no perceptibie change in the metal, 
either in its structure or its chemical character. 
From all appearances it looks as though it 
would last a year. A burner of that size can be 
furnished at not to exceed $8.

Pror. Sumyer, of Yale, in a recent review 
article, holds that it is impossible to deter- 
mine positively what would be the conse- 
quence of repealing the navigation laws. 
Our tariff has introduced such an artificial 
condition of things that the buying of ships 
might not be profitable, even if it were per- 
mitted. But the Professor believes that the 
restrictions should be removed, so that the 
trial can be fairly made. If Americans 
should then find it profitable to go into the 
carrying trade they would do so; otherwise 
they would not. Prof. Sumner, David A. 
Wells, and Capt. Codman do not agree as to 
what would be the consequences of abolish- 
ing the navigation laws, but they are all con- 
vinced that America can never compete with 
England in the building of steel and iron 
ships until it can manufacture iron and steel 
as cheaply as England, When that time 
comes there will be no necessity for a tariff 
protection against foreign iron and steel.

At a Parliamentary soirée held at Berlin 
last Monday evening, and which was attended 
chiefly by Conservatives, Prince Bismarck 
delivered one of those peculiarly petulant 
and threatening speeches which are so com- 
mon with him of late. He referred to the 
refusal of the Kelchstag to pass certain 
measures introduced by him, and the attempt 
to amend others, saying such action gave him 
little pain.

THE TREASURY DEPARTMENT SCANDAL. 

The disclosures of crooked practices on the 
part of certain subordinates in the Treasury 
Department at Washington are a legitimate 
outcome of machine politics. So long as 
officers, high or low, are filled with the pur- 
pose of paying political debts, bolstering the 
fortunes of individual politicians, and férti- 
fying “the party” with patronage, so long 
will seandals of the Custodian” Pitney 
order periodically oceur to disgrace the 
country. The assumption that the country 
owes something to the citizen who has 
labored for a successful political party, and 
that that debt may properly be discharged by 
conferring upon the pretended creditor an 
office, big or little, is utterly without founda- 
tion. And the man who accepts or seizes a 
place under such circumstances is very apt 
to feel that the debt is not discharged 


with the mere payment of the 
salary attached to it. The place- 
man easily convinces himself, arguing 


from the premise that the country owes him 
a living, that it owes him a good living, and 
straightway he begins to look for perquisits. 
And these perquisits are generally to be 
found in some form in all Government of- 
fices. The Department clerk is supplied 
with abundance of pens, ink, paper, and pen- 
cils. Ile uses these, first, for his private cor- 
respondence in the office. Then he takes a 
supply home. He sends Government mes- 
sengers on private errands. Ile sends a Gov- 
ernment laborer or porter to his house to 
shake his dusty carpets, or to clear out his 
cellar, or to dig and plant his garden. There 
is a contingent fund, and the custodian of it 
keeps a stock of goods on hand. The 
placeman feels that he has an in- 
terest in this fund. The country owes 
him a living, and he eckes out 
his scant salary with periodical “ grabs” at 
the contingent fund. As the custodian 
wants to appropriate a portion of the fund to 
his own use, he makes it easy for those above 
and below him to become parties toa cheap 
peculating raid upon the Treasury. ‘This 
misappropriation of public property and the 
conversion of the services of Government 
employés to private use, is not called steal- 
ing. Indeed, in its inception, it Is so very 
petty as not to deserve the title of theft. But 
the crooked habit grows by what it feeds on, 
until it becomes a monstrous abuse; and it 
is fostered by the pernicious idea, very gen- 
erally entertained by the average official, that 
the Government owes him a living, and that 
his salary is entirely inadequate to provide a 
good living. Itis astonishing in what a brief 
period of public service the official comes to 
feel, somehow, that the prime object of the 
running of the Government machine is 
to provide him with an adequate 
support. He soon forgets the circumstance 
of having pleaded like an Italian beggar for 
the place; forgets that he was out of work 
and out at elbow when he secured it; forgets 
that he was lately a wreck glad to be towed 
into any harbor. Once in office, he regards 
the Department as his father’s house, and 
looks round sharply for-the fatted calf. Nor 
does he wait long for the feast, but proceeds 
to provide it himself. But how can this sys- 
tem of petty pickings and stealings by sub- 
ordinates prevail without the sanction of 
superiors? It is the duty of heads of De- 
partments to see that the business of their 
offices is conducted on business principles. 
They are bound to greater strictness than 
private individuals, since they are trustees. 
The merchant may be liberal with his own, 
but the Government officer, who is a tax- 
eater, is bound by the strongest obligations 


of honor not to eat, nor permit 
his subordinates to eat, a mouthful 
more than the law allows. If the 


investigation of Secretary Windom shows 
that high officials have participated in the 
benefits of this system of petty stealing it 
will be a humiliation to the whole country. 
But it will be only additional evidence of 
the baleful influence of the spoils theory,— 
evidence of the necessity of a radical reform 
of the entire Civil Service of the Govern- 
ment. The star-route swindle doubtless 
could not have been perpetuated from year 
to year without exerting a demoralizing in- 
fluence upon all the Departments. Many of 
Gen. Brady’s subordinates must have been 
members of the corrupt ring; many others, 
not members of it, must have suspected, if 
they did not know, that the Government was 
the subject of a huge robbery. So a general 
idea of the corrupt practices of the ring 
must have been prevalent in all the 
Departments; and, as the fraud and 
the defrauders continued to prosper 
for years, the opinion that the Government 
could be swindled with impunity naturally 
gained ground. We place very little reli- 
ance upon the insinuation that Secretaries 
Evarts and Sherman were participants in the 
Pitney crookedness; and if it shall be proven

The Conkling campaign has been opened 
in Albany, where the Legislature is sitting, 
and the ex-Senator is on the ground to give 
personal directions to his forees, The strug- 
gle has an ugly look, and the issue is uncer- 
tain. There seem to be several possibilities, 
among which may be mentioned the follow- 
ing: (1) The election of Conkling and Platt, 
which is extremely doubtful, with the aid of 
Democratic votes. This would be a Demo- 
cratic victory. since Conkling has already 
declared that he will construe reélection to 
warrant his acting as an Independent in the 
Senate, with special hostility to the present 
Republican Administration. (2) A compro- 
mise upon two new candidates, who should 
be undoubted Republicans, but not actuated 
by any purpose to avenge Mr. Conkling’s as- 
sumed wrongs or to make war upon the Ad- 
ministration. This would be the wisest 
solution of the struggle, but it may be that 
Conkling is too indifferent to the Repub- 
lican party and his followers too ob- 
stinately attached to his fortunes to consent 
toit. (3) A deadlock in the Legislature, 
which will prevent any election at the pres- 
ent session, and submit the whole contro- 
versy to the people next fall. This seems to 
be the most likely outcome. It is to be de- 
plored, begause it risks the danger of elect- 
ing two Democratic Senators from New York 
State, owing to the dissension in the Repub- 
lican party, but such a risk is certainly not 
more objectionable than the certainty of 
anti-Republican representation in the United 
States Senate, which would be the result of 
electing Conkling in his present humor, and 
with the aid of Democratic votes in the Leg- 
isiature. 

The Conkling men seem to think that the 
presence of their leader will demoralize the 
Administration forces, and that they will be 
able to organize the caucus and enforce its 
mandates. There is reason to believe, how- 
ever, that they underestimate the skill 
and determination of the leaders who 
are opposing their demigod. Washing- 
ton advices state that Secretary Biaine 
has gone on to New York to take a 
hand in the fray. If this shall prove to be 
true, Mr. Blaine will have to submit toa 
good deal of adverse criticism, but he will be 
able to render the anti-Conkling party materi- 
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al assistance just the same. Nor will the 
criticism that Mr. Blaine may expect be 
founded in justice. The situation is so 
peculiar as to admit of a Cabinet oflicer's 
personal interference, so far as his own skill 
and endeavor may reach, in defense of the 
Administration. Mr. Conkling has openly 
declared war upon Garfield and Blaine, and 
has gone to Albany to secure advantages 
by intrigues and combinations. Is it fair to 
contend that the Administration must not 
raise a finger in its own defense? If Mr. 
Blaine’s political experience and wisdom are 
of value to the anti-Conkling party in New 
York, shall he be stopped from contributing 
thereof simply because he is a member of the 
Administration against which Conkling 
is directing his guns? In this whole affair 
the Administration has been governed by 
motives which have met with popular ap- 
proval, and itis proper that ic should exert 
itself to prevent Mr. Conkling from over- 
riding this popular approval by the use of 
his own machine without opposition. 

Whatever shall prove to be the result of the 
contest at Albany, Mr. Conkling must bear the 
blame for bringing about such an ugly faction- 
al strife. His resignation without sufficient 
cause was designed to impair the efficiencyof 
a Republican Administration, and he seeks re- 
election with the same aim. [ff he shall fail 
in his purpose it will be in spite of the most 
desperate attempt, and if he shall succeed it 
will be because he can influence others to be 
as indifferent as himself to the welfare 
of the Republican party. Conkling has 
come to be a selfish and unscrupulous 
marplot. The contest at Albany is to de- 
termine how far he shall be permitted to car- 
ry his willingness and efficiency for weaken- 
ing the power of the Republican party. In 
his confidence of success, however, there is 
reason to think that he has not properly 
weighed the force of public opinion, which 
has been directed against him with surpris- 
ing unanimity. 

MORE FRENCH PROTECTION. 

The French Government is evidently bent 
on making France exclusively a market for 
French goods. We have already commented 
upon the retaliatory legislation against 
American productions, which legislation has 
not taken merely the form of prohibitory 
taxation, but has undertaken, in the shape of 
governmental regulations, to exclude as dan- 
gerous to lite and health all the pork prod- 
ucts of this coyntry. France has declared 
cominércial — upon all other countries. 
She has built up her new tariff upon the the- 
ory of excluding the manufactures or other 
staple goods of all countries which do not 
exchange commodities with her. Great ef- 
forts have been made to arrange reciprocal 
duties with England, but they have failed, 
and it is now expected that the whole cotton 
trade between the two countries will be 


——— 


protected out of existence. Retaliation, 
however, is a dangerous and _ costly 
system of legislation. If trade with 


Manchester be cut off, then it is proposed 
that English capital, English labor, English 
machinery, and English management will 
be transferred to some proper site on French 
territory, where a new Manchester will be 
planted, and where traffic and production 
essentially English will be carried on, not 
only in the heart of France, but from France 
with every other people with whom she may 
be in commercial alliance. The experiment 
of pushing protection to the utmost conclu- 
sion, that of practical non-intercourse with 
other nations, will probably find a fair trial 
in the present case of France, We have had 
such an experiment on our hands for some 
years, but we have had to sustain us advan- 
tages enjoyed by no other nation. We 
have been an agricultural people. We 
have produced the article of food which 
no other people were at liberty to refuse. 
Had we depended on our manufacturing 
productions alone our commercial relations 
with other countries would long since have 
ceased to exist. But when we offered them 
the bread and provisions they needed to meet 
the deficiency in their own supply, they had 
no alternative. Despite our prohibitory pol- 
icy we have maintained a foreign trade of 
increasing magnitude. Our tariff has simply 
punished and impoverished our own people. 
The protective policy has compelled the 
several States of Europe to tax the food of 
their people, and a direct consequence of this 
is a wholesale exodus of the best classes 
of the German and Scandinavian States. 
Sweden’s response to the tax on American 
corn and wheat is the departure of over 
100,000 Swedes with their money to begin 
life again in a land where food is abun- 
dant and is not taxed; the levy of a tax

THE SUNDAY ISSUE IN AMERICAN CITIES. 

The conflict in American cities between 
the advocates of the Puritan “Sabbath ” and 
those who favor the Continental observance 
of Sunday threatens to be irreconcilable and 
endless. It comes up spasmodically, now in 
one city then in another, and always leads to 
commotion and trouble. It was only six 
weeks ago that Cincinnati elected a “ Reform 
Mayor,” and he has already aroused 80 
much antagonism that public meetings have 
been called by his own party to denounce 
him. Mr. Means, the present Mayor, was 
the Democratic candidate. But the Sunday 
question was imposed upon the struggle be- 
tween the parties. The previous Adminis- 
tration had been Republican, and had toler- 
ated Sunday amusements,—theatres, con- 
certs, beer-gardens, ete. A large number of 
Republicans, led by Mr. Richard Smith, of 
the Cincinnati Gazette, supported Means 
with the assurance that he would enforce 
the law against these Sunday amusements. 
Of course the Democrats voted for him be- 
cause he was their party candidate, and not 
because the mass of that party sympathized at 
all with the proposed Sunday reforms. The 
coalition succeeded in defeating the regular 
Republican candidate. Mr. Means, who 
seems to bean honest man though a poor pol- 
iticlan, has kept faith with the reform ele- 
ment, and has made a good deal of headway 
insuppressing the Sunday amusements., But 
in doing this he has found disfavor at the 
hands of the Democrats, who are now or- 
ganizing demonstrations against him. Cin- 
cinnati wiN suffer from a prolonged and 
ugly struggle over this question, and the 
result will probably be to give the Sunday 
amusements greater license, if possible, than 
they enjoyed before. At all events, that was 
the outcome of a similar struggle in Chicago 
some years ago. 

It is difficult to say, with any assurance, 
what the popular verdict will be as to the 
general observance of Sunday in this coun- 
try, if, indeed, any uniform system shall ever 
be established. The native American senti- 
ment inherits a disapproval of making Sun- 
day a popular holiday, when the saloons, 
the theatres, the danee-halls, the beer- 
gardens, the concert-rooms, the billiard- 
halls, the race-grounds, and so on shall be 
thrown open to unrestrained enjoyment. 
Even many of those who do not frown upon 
such pleasures during the week, and do not 
themselves observe Sunday strictly as a day 
set apart for religious worship, entertain, 
nevertheless, a certain dread of Sunday 
license, and think of public amusements on 
that day asirreverent. Thissentiment comes 
to Americans from Old England through 
New England. Bui the great mass of the 
foreigners and their children who have made 
their homes in American cities take an 
entirely different, but not less honest, 
view of the matter. They look upon Sunday 
as that day is regarded almost everywhere on 
the Continent of Europe,—a day for family, 
socfal, and popular amusement. They claim 
the right to drink their beer in open places, 
to play billiards without police interference, 
to go to the theatres and concerts, and to 
amuse themselves in any other way which 
is not unlawful during the rest of the week. 
Itisa habit they have brought with them 
from Germany, France, Italy, and the other 
countries of Continental Europe, and one to 
whieh they school their children. So long 
as these two opposit views prevail in any 
community the Sunday issue is likely to be 
revived whenever one set or the other thinks 
it can outvote its opponents at the polls. 

The issue over the observance of Sunday 
is one which almost invariably leads to bit- 
terness and hard feeling. One reason for 
this is that the opposing factions are not will- 
ing to concede to each other honesty of con- 
viction or purpose. The Liberalists charge 
upon the Sabbatarians that they are hyp- 
ocritical and intolerant, and the Sabbatarians 
charge upon the Liberalists that they are ir- 
religious and immoral. Neither faction can 
recognize any reason or justice in the opposit 
view, and neither is willing to make any fair 
concession. The conflicting theories have 
such numerous followers,—nearly every- 


body taking one side or the other,— 
and the majority on either side is 
so erratically distributed in the differ- 


ent communities, that it is doubtful whether 
any uniform practice will be established 
for the American cities during several gen- 
erations. The older communities abide by 
long-established practice. In New York and 
Philadelphia, for instance, the Sunday laws 
against amusements are steadily enforced, 
and rarely excite any active resistance. In 
New Orleans, on the other hand, any attempt 
to suppress Sunday amusements would be 
absurdly impracticable. In the newer cities, 
like Cincinnati and Chicago, the issue will be 
made from time to time, but the growing 
sentiment seems to be favorable to the Conti- 
nental or liberal observance of Sunday. 

One thing has already been pretty definitly 
determined by the various struggles over the 
Sunday laws, and this is that they cannot 
be enforced in opposition to the sen- 
timents of the majority. The present 
trouble in Cincinnati is a new illustration of 
this fact. Public sentiment is already assert- 
ing itself aggressively against the Sunday 
reforms, and before Mayor Means shall serve 
out his term of office he will probably wish 
he had never been born to political 
life. Had he run for Mayor squarely 
upon the declaration of a purpose to sup- 
press Sunday amusements, and without any 
party backing, he would undoubtedly have 
been defeated by an overwhelming majority. 
He was elected by a coalition in which the 
majority sought simply a party advantage 
which they could not otherwise attain. The 
drift of public sentiment in Cincinnati is in- 
dicated by the literal construction which the 
Judges put upon the Sunday law. For in- 
stance, it was decided the other day that the 
San Francisco Minstrels could ngt give their 
entertainment with blackened faces because 
the law prohibited “‘negro minstrel perform- 
ances,”’ but that they might give a concert if 
they omitted to use the burnt cork. Such a 
decision is a virtual recognition of a pre- 
ponderating sentiment in favor of Sunday 
amusements, and, in Such case, they cannot 
be suppressed permanently. Another de- 
duction fully warranted by past experience 
is, that any political party which saddles itself 
with this Sunday issue is pretty sure to come 
to grief, as Mayor Mears and the Democrats in 
Cincinnati will discoyer by the time the next 
election shall come around.

Lonpon, May %4.—The London correspond- 
ent of the Manchester Guardian says: “A 
crisis seems to be developing in the Russian 
cotton trade.

The Appropriation Committee, probably in a 
temporary spasm of economy, actualiy recom- 
mended the elimination of $6,000 for farm 
buildings, and the House promptly took 
them up and adopted the amendment, much 
to the disgust of Farmer Chatfield, who 
championed the proposed grab. 

An item of $8,000 for dining-room and em- 
ployés quarters was quarreled over for 
awhile, and finally reduced to $6,800. The 
amusement-hall item of $12,000 was “* razeed ” 
$8,000, and the bath-house item from $7,000 
to $5,000. 

After the regulation amount of fighting, the 
ice-house and refrigerator item wascut down 
from $8,000 to $2,500, and an item of $12,000 
for filter and water basins knocked out alto- 
gether. 

The item of $73,000 for the completion of 
the south wing provoked a long. and bitter 
fight, but the House seemed to think there 
ought to be more room for the insane, and 
the item was left in all its beauty and in- 
tegrity. 

Six thousand dollars was saved on furni- 
ture and a like amount on repairs and im- 
provements, and $5,000 on subsistence, mak- 
ing a total saving of $47,700 on the bill. In 
its amended form it was sent to third read- 
ing, and the House knocked off for dinner. 

' AFTERNOON. 

A bill to appropriate $2,000 torefurnish the 
Supreme Court-House at Mt. Vernon was 
whirled through the first thing in the after- 
noon.

MR. LAYNG’S RESIGNATION. 

The report that Mr. J. D. Layng, General 
Manager of the Pennsylvania Company, had 
resigned his position caused general sur- 
prise in railroad circles here. Mr. Layng 
has been with the Pennsylvania Company 
nearly a lifetime, and is generally regarded 
as one of the ablest and most efficient rail- 
road managers in the country. He has al- 
ways been looked upon as one of the main- 
stays of the Pennsylvania Company’s lines 
in the West, and the opinion generally pre- 
vailed that he would be the last man whose 
services would be dispensed with by that 
Company, Many are the rumors as to the 
causes which brought about Mr. Layng's 
retirement. The rumor that there was a 
misunderstanding between him and Vice- 
President McCullough is evidently unfound- 
ed, for it is stated that the relations between 
the two officials have always been and still 
are of an amicable and intimate nature.

000 to $180,000 will probably cover the job. Lake 
and Douglas avenues are both costly improve- 
ments. it will take some days yet before 
contracts can be awarded. 

THE FIRE LIMITS. 

Commissioner Waller was asked by Tne Trrs- 
UNE reporter yesterday afternoun what he 
thougut of Ald. Hildreth'’s ordinance contract- 
ing the fire limits of the city, and allow the 
erection of frame houses in certain localities. 
Said the Commissioner: “It would benefit me 
largely. Il own a great deal of outside property, 
and it would make a demand for my lots, but 
we had better not meddie nor tinker with that 
thing. Let the tire limits alone, extend them if 
necessary, but don't take the protective bar- 
rier down. At extreme points it may work a 
hardsbip, and I am sure that it does, but for the 
permanent good of the city we should bold by 
the ordinance. If we encroach upon it now, 
how do we know where we are going 
to stop? Aside from that, what justice would 
there be in contracting che limits at this time? 
People who have erected brick houses in com- 
pliance with the ordinance wouldn't like to have 
a frame set up alongside of them. We ought 
not to depart from that which has shown its 
practical utility. We bave bad a lesson bere 
which ought to teach us the necessity of a rigid 
fire ordinance. I am sure we cannot afford to 
jeopardise ourselves. Andif you let down the 
bars once, when are you going to stop?” 

Controller Gurne thougnt that the fire 
limits ordinance sbould be let rigidly alone. 
“In my opinion,“ said he, “it would be all 
wrong to change it, for, if we commence 
at one piace to allow frame buildings, 
we will at another, and we will be gone 
entirely after awhile. To make a change for 
the worse seems to me the height of tollx. I 
think our experience has been pretty dearly 
bought, don’t you?’ 

The reporter did not see the Mayor, but it is 
understood that he favors a certain moditication 
of the present fire limits erdinance, but would 
not feel willing to go as far as Ald. Hildreth 
proposes. 

A large number of the Aldermen are opposed 
to the change, and when it comes up in the 
Council a terrible fight will be made against it. 
Should such an ordivance pass, it would work 
injustice to thousands of people, lesson the 
value of well-built property, raise the cost of 
insurance, and work generally to the injury of 
Chicago.

THE sr. LOUIS-KEOKUK MAIL-ROUTE. 

As already stated in the dispatches to THE 
TRIBUNE, Capt. James E. White has been exam- 
ining the mail service on the star route be- 
tween St. Louis and Keokuk, in bis capacity as 
Superintendent of the Sixth Division of the 
Railway Mail Service. The route is No. 28,095, 
on which service was begun July 1, 1880, ata 
contract price per annum ot $22,400. Cupt. 
White's investigation shows that the only places 
not at present reached by railroad are Cincin- 
nati Landing, Asbury, Conrad, Golden Eagle, 
and War Eagle. These are landings from six to 
fifteen miles apart, and it was to supply these 
insignificant bamiets that the Keokuk Northern 
Line Packet Company secured the contract at 
the price stated. There is only one house in 
the place dignified by the name of ag A 
an the other “towns” are but little 
larger. It the boats delivered 100 letters 
per week they would be doing a rushing busi- 
ness. Capt White, in his report, comments se- 
verely on this contract, and recommends that it 
be annulled at once. He proposes to abolish the 
“Village” of Asbury, with its single family, 
where the Postmaster is almost the ouly receiver 
of letters. To reach the other towns certain 
stage lines already in existence are to be ex- 
tended, and the places supplied cheaper, better, 
and more certainly. Ide changes be recom- 
mends wili reduce the cost of the service to 
about $1,500, maxing a saving of over eee 
annum on a service to half a dozen villages. The 
recommendations will undoubtedly be adopted, 
and other changes and investigations will be 
prosec ‘ed. 


THE TABLES TURNED; 
OR, THE SCALPER VICTORIOUS. 

There was an eviction on Clark street yester- 
day afternoon, or an attempted one, which was 
something after the style practiced on the Irish 
peasantry, and was certainly somewhat inter- 
esting in its details. The tenant in question was 
J. A. Wel, the ticket écalper, whose place of 
business isin the basement of the First Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and the landlord was 
A. W. Wagner. Webb had only a verbal 
lease of the premises, and claimed that this lease 
did not expire for a month or two, but Wagner 
wanted to get possession at once and without 
process of law. His plan was this: To send

Accordingly a 
warrant was sworn out before Justice Hudson, 
of the North Side, charging Webb with selling 
railroad tickets without due form of law, the 
idea being to have him taken a considerable dis- 
tance from his place of business,in order that 
the eviction might have ample 
time to place. But this 
warrant was to Constable Major, 
who bas a weakness for seeing fair play always. 
He went with the gang to the scalper's office, 
and when Webb refused to submit to a quiet 
dispossession arrested him, and then the gang 
commenced clearing the office. But Major did 
not take Webb directly before Justice Hudson. 
The prisoncr asked the privilege of going be- 
fore Justice Brayton to swear out a warrant 
against the gang for disorderly conduct, and the 
Constable kindly granted him the privilege. 

Then he was taken before Justice Hudson, 
and he gave bond to appear there aext Monday. 
Meanwhile the disorderly warrant bad been ex- 
ecuted by Constable McCune, who stop the 
eviction by arresting John Murphy. Jim Murphy, 
Tim Whalen, Martin Doyle, and Billy Turner. 
They gave bond to appear for trial next Friday, 
but they did not again bother Webb, who quiet- 
ly moved his outfit back into his office. 


SUICIDAL. 


A 8AD CASE, 

SAN FRANCIscO, May 24.—A singular story 
of suicide has just been received from Wea- 
verville, Trinity County, Cal. It appears that 
on Thursday last Fred Haake, a young 
German musician, was adjudged insane by a 
court in that town, and was ordered commit- 
ted to the Napa Insane Asylum. He was 
not violent, and so the Sheriff permitted him 
to remain in a room in the rear of the prison 
office. 

Deputy Keller was detailed to look out for 
him during the night. Early on Friday morn- 
ing Haake got up and went toward the win- 
dow several times, but attempted no violence. 
At daybreak the Deputy left the room for a 
moment, and had hardly reached his office 
when he heard the sound of breaking glass. 
He ran back and discovered Haake in the 
middle of the room, with both hands, which 


were handcuffed, pressing against his throat. 

He had apparently stuck the piece of glass 
straight into his neck in front, and then 
hacked and sawed with it, severing the wind- 
pipe, but not cutting any large arteries. It

A TRIBUNE reporter made a tour of inspection 
through Willoughby, Hill & Co,’s store last 
night just to satsify his curiosity for examining 
its electric system of illumination, and he gives 
briefly the result of bis visit, which donation he 
makes for the benefit of those who have not 
yet avuiled themselves of the opportunity to 
study the thing for themselves: In the first 
place, the machine is a “forty-light” one,— 
something that did not exist a yoor ago. In 
fact, there have only been about half a dozen 
made, and this one is the firat ever brought to 
the Western country, and the first ever used in 
a mercantile house, either wholesale or 
retail. The few other “forty-light” machines 
are used in factories or some such places in the 
East and in England, the first one of this size 
having beev made for the English Government. 
Of these forty lights at Willouguby, Hill & Co.'s, 
fifteen are on the outside of the building—six 
ou Clark street, six on Madison, and three on the 
corner—and the remaid twenty-five are used 
for iiluminating the interior,—four stories and a 
basement, or five floors, each 9,000 square feet, 
the building being 990x100 feet. Of course, this

almost, and on every one of the floors. But it 
is on the ground floor that the scene is the 
most dazzil Here there is a solid plate-glass 
frontage 190 feet long, which allows the outside 
lights to shine in witn those hanging inside, and 
added to this effect is the huge but taste- 
ful display of of every variety, 
handsome staircases, passenger-elevators (two), 
and rich store appointments, and conveniences 
generally. The engine and electric machine in 
the basement ure perhaps the most interesting 
features. The engine is of eight} horse-power, 
but is not made to do double duty,—that is, it is 
used solely for running the electric-machine, 80 
that the lights are steadier and stronger than 
they wouid be if the engine was made to also 
run the elevators. As it is. there are separate 
engines for the elevators. The eogine drives a 
big metallic wheel of some sort between 
two powerful magnets at the rate 
of 120 revolutions per minute,—the wheel 
looks as though it was standing sti. 
and this generates the electricity, which 
— out through another metallic contrivance 

yond one of the magnets to four wires,—it 
goes up twoof these wires to where the lights 
are. and then comes back through the other two, 
thus giving a continual circuit or current. 
These wires are barmiess look little things, 
not as large as a telegraph wire, but if a person 
should touch one with one hand and another 
with the other hand, a Coroner's inquest would 
be in order at once.

FINANCIAL. 


At the opening the stock market was heavy. 
No orders came in from London, where there 
was a holiday, and a downward reaction seemed 
imminent.

Keene as- 
sisted the early depression by attacking the 
market with heavy saies of Pacific Mail. 

Wall street was flooded with rumors that 
Judge Donahue had decided to grant the appili- 
cation for a Receiver for Manhattan. The news, 
it was said, came from Mr. Tilden’s friends. But 
those who have the best facilities for knowing 
declare positively that no Receiver will be ap- 
pointed.

Business opened with points to buy almost 
every stock.

Here is an addition to our currency of over 
forty-six millions since Jan. 1, and over 300 
millions since July 1, 1879. Bank circulation in- 
ereased five millions last month, but will show 
a much larger increase this month. Gold pro- 
duction is proceeding at a rate of about three 
millions monthly. One can scarcely expect to 
see speculation collapse in such a medium for 
supporting its life as this affords. 

It is calculated that the Government will dis- 
purse $100,000,000 in cash this year in paying off 
the 6s and 56 not extended at 3% per cent.

Concerning Street Pavements. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune.

extensively laying wooden-block pavement, if 
we may credit a Tunes editor recently domiciled 
there; while Chicago, the youngest of the great 
cities, has settled upon a substructure of mac- 
adam as fundamental for foundation, but is still 
at sea as to what sortof top-dressing is the most 
desirable. 

Mayor Harrison in his recent inaugural re- 
ferred to W Jackson street in a compli- 
mentary way; but the fact that gentle- 
men like to “speed their horses there 
is not a demonstration of success. 
Indeed, speeding horsos is what the citizens 
particularly object to. It is to be regretted that 
his Honor. while setting so good an example 
with his primitive turnout, should tacitly 
sanction an infraction of the law in others. 
Women and cbildren have been run down and 
permanently disabled by fast-driving since the 
improved street bas become the course for 
* speed " ho 
Pardon a further digression, that we may dis- 
cuss for a moment the relative rights ot pedos- 
trians and those mounted or in vehicles. A 
citizen on foot wishing to cross the street has 
the right of way, and any person riding or driv- 
ing against them does so at his peril. This 
right uf pedestriaus is constantly and sbame- 
fully disregarded in all parts of the city, and in 
no place more 80 than on Jackson street. 

But although this street bas become a con- 
venient speeding ground, it does not follow that 
it is a good street, or even approximately so. It 
alternates between mud and dust, and even 
when sprinkled the surface rolls up on the 
wheels and flies about in an unsightly and dis- 
agreeable way. After any considerable rain the 
entire roadway is covered with a pasty mud 
nearly two inches deep, and the crosswalks be- 
ing laid on the same plane with the roadbed, 
they are practically useless; at such times the 
crossings are the worst imaginable on a street of 
any pretensions to permanency and convenience; 
but a continuously level street facilitates 


* 4 — of course, 

» Ma is fair enough to refer to the “ mud 
and dust,” Dut claims that they are but a tempo- 
rary inconvenience; but when we reflect that it is 
generally one or the other nuisance from No- 
vember May, it does not seem a small matter. 
Evidently a top-dressing of gravel is a dismal 
failure, and if a couple of inches of it could be 
carted away from Jackson street it would be a 
very desirable improvement. 

Gravel having been demonstrated a failure, 
the authorities are contracting for top-dress- 
ing of granit, trap-rocks, etc. But whether 
there is any material of this kind that will give 
the desi immunity from dust and mud when 
subjected to the extreme test of thoroughfare 
tra in Chicago is, it seems to me, still an open 
uestion. Granted, they make good streets in 
the ordinary acceptation of the term; but as 
dust is the most invidious enemy to health and 
comfort in cities, it would seem that a pave- 
ment which can be thoroughly cleansed of it is 
a primary consideration for a residence street. 
here seems to bea prejudice in the public 
mind against stone pavements of any sort; but 
the Commissioner of Public Works. in his very 
able report sees no solution in the question of 
permanent pavements for the business porticn 
of our city (and it is pretty much all business) 
except the adoption of hard stone ona sub- 
structure of macadam. 
Such stone ean be had iu this and adjoining 
States in any quantity, and at reasonable prices 
stone that will outwear Lemont limestone 
three or four times over. 
For strictly residence streets probabiy nothi 
is more suitable than. Medina sandstone o 
similar construction to that around the new 
Post-Office. It can be hag at about $3 per square

0 Sheet asphalt is probably out of the question 
in this climate. Asphalt blocks seem to be 
gaining in favor, but probably have not been 
sufficiently tested to warrant their yoy yet 
to any vonsiderable extent; should they, how- 
ever, prove to have the necessary durability, 
their beauty and cleanliness would be a great 
recommendation. 

But however good the pavement, they cannot 
be very durable under the present outragcous 
system of abuse in the use of them, both in re- 
lation to the width of the tire and in loading. As 
to the former, it has beeu so often discussed that 
noth new can well be said; but I have not 
noti any advocacy of restrictions in loading. 
Six and one-half to seven tons is no uncommon 
load, and it is neediess to state that no street, 
however good, can be expected to endure the 
strain. These immense four-horse loads are as 
a general thing uunecessary, and a restriction to 
three tons, except lu cases where the bulk can- 
not be broken, would not be burdensome, but 


would be a very great saving in wear of streets.

The business of 
the country, it would seem, is fairly redstab- 
lished on a solid and promising prosperity, mado 
reasonably sure by the fact that the country is 
yearly growing richer, new fields of euterprise 
opening by railroad extensions, and an immi- 
gration unprecedented likely te continue for 
several years to come. Unfortunately the won- 
derful facilities of transportation havea tend- 
ency to concentrate business and wealth in the 
larger cities of the continent, and it igin those 
cities chietly where the most marked apprecia- 
tion in value will take place. When we also 
consider that 5 per cent net income now on any 
property is a fair return on investments par- 
taking of the security of real estate, whereas 8 
and % per cent was considered only reasonable 
a few years since, we wae also consider it as 
certain that real estate will beara price 75 per 
cent higher than it bears to-day in this city, and, 
still allowing for the extra,can be on an equal 
footing with Government securities.
